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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendments to the specification and claims filed on 
September 5, 2007 have been entered. 

2. The drawing was received on 9/5/2007. This drawing (i.e., new Figure 2) 
has not been entered, because it introduces new matter. In particular, new Fig. 2 
shows details of how a vacuum pump 64 is arranged and connected to an exposure 
drum 1, which is not supported by the disclosure of the instant application. Thus, the 
new drawing (i.e., Fig. 2) has not been entered. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following 
formal matters: 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the Invention specified in the claims. Therefore, (1) the vacuum 
pump recited in claim 1 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

"64" to the box labeled "65"; and (4) a line connecting the box labeled "65" to the center 
of the exposure drum 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-8 and 10-12 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 6 of applicant's 9/5/2007 Amendment are patentable 

over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do 
not show or render obvious the combination set forth, including opening and closing the 
suction ducts by manipulating valves each having a respective piston rod and a piston, 
the valves being closed by a force from a mechanical actuator applied by the 
mechanical actuator physically contacting the respective piston rod, and the valves 
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being opened by an action of compressed air on the piston in each of the valves.
